The twenty-second session of the Southwest Missouri Conference- 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in Independence, 
Mo., September 21st, 1892, Bishop C. B. Galloway in the chair,, 
and adjourned September 26th, 1892. 

The roll of membership was called. A reference to the roll, as 
published elsewhere, will show those present and absent. 

C. C. Woods was elected secretary, C. M. Hawkins, assistant 
secretary, and J. J. Tigert, statistical secretary.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



Central College. 

Your Committee to whom was referred the report of Central 
College, ’submit the following : We are gratified and devoutly thank- 
ful for the work done by this institution during the past year. At 
Payette, we have a property and a prospect, the importance of which 
we have never perhaps fully appreciated. C entral College is located 
in a healthy, quiet, and well governed town. The citizens are 
making heroic efforts to keep the town rid of places and influences 
which ensnare young men. The faculty, composed not only of 
scholarly but Christian men, cooperate with the pastor and local 
church in looking after the spiritual well being of the students. 
The vouno- nien are brought under the influences ot the revival 
meetings held annually in Centenary Chapel, and many of them are 
converted, and in the College Y. M. C, A. are trained for useful 
discipleship. The importance of this moral influence, exerted over 
the students, and the religious training they receive at Central, 
should not be forgotten, and fail of proper appreciation. 1 he 
curriculum is comprehensive, and places Central C ollege among 
institutions of high grade. Thorough work is required, and nothing 
short of a mastery of the studies in one grade will pass the students to 
a higher. The discipline of the school is kind but not lax. Every 
sstudent is expected to be a gentleman, and conform gladly and 
« racefully to the rules of the College. The opening was gratifying 
and the enrollment this year promises to be the largest for several 
years. The work has been carried forward under difficulty and 
constant embarrassments. The building is insufficient, more room is 
oreatly needed. It is earnestly hoped that in the near future may 
be erected a buildiug not only sufficient in its appointments for the 
largest possibilities, but a monument to the liberality of bouthern 
Methodism in Missouri. We recommend that Rev. C. H. Briggs be 
continued as the financial agent of the College, and that the usual 

visiting committee be appointed. t T ,

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Central Female College- 

The Board of Education has had before it the Annual Report of 
the Board of Curators of Central Female College. 

The Report is exceedingly gratifying in that it shows that the 
good providence of God has been over and at work in behalf of this 
noble institution of learning. The present session opens with 100 
boarding and 57 day pupils, a larger number than at any time 
during the past of its history ; and the President has assurance of a 
large number yet to enter for this session. A beautiful mansard 
story has been added to the old college building at a cost of S3, 200. 
This much needed improvement has added much to the appearance of 
the college building, and given additional capacity for the accommo- 
dation of boarding pupils; and yet if the number of matriculates 
increase next year as they have this, the present building will not be 
sufficient. As the Lord is pleased thus to bless the work of this 
college, and draw to its halls so many of our young women, is it not 
a call for a larger liberality on the part of the Southern Methodists 
in Missouri, that a still larger and already much needed addition may 
be made to this property of the church? There should be at least 
twenty-five more rooms added to the boarding department, and a 
number of other and larger rooms for school purposes within the 
next twelve months. And we take great pleasure in commending 
the undertaking to all our people throughout the three Conferences 
to which this school belongs. 

The Faculty has been strengthened for the present year, and we 
believe that under the able management of that Christian gentleman, 
Professor A. A. Jones, Central Female College is destined to take 
still higher rank among the institutions for the education of our 
young women. 

As the terms for which they were elected of three of the Board 
of Curators expire with the session of this Conference, we recommend 
the re-election of W. B. McFarland, W. B. Palmore, and Robert 
Taubman, as Curators of Central Female College for the next two 
years. 

We also request the President of this Conference to appoint the 
usual visiting committee.

Scarritt Collegiate Institute. 

The Board of Education has given careful consideration to the 
report of the Board of Curators of Scarrit Collegiate Institute for the 
scholastic year 1891-2. The matriculation of 197 students is a 
certain index of the demand for a school of the high grade of Scarritt 
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Institute, to accommodate the seekers after higher education in 
Southwest Missouri and the contiguous portions of Arkansas, Kansas, 
and the Indian territory. Demand and supply must be met at 
Neosho, to guarantee permanent and enlarged usefulness to the 
institution. We recognize the faithful labors of the President and 
faculty, and rejoice with them that they are already beginning to 
reap the hundredfold harvest. 

Like most of our church institutions, Scarritt Collegiate Insti- 
tute has suffered for lack of adequate endowment. This lack has, 
during the past year been largely supplied by a generous contribu- 
tion to the endowment of the President’s chair. Brother W. E. Hall 
and his Christian wife, after careful thought and full consultation 
with the agent and other friends of the institution, determined to lay 
the foundation for that endowment universally conceded to be a ne- 
cessity, and executed their deed to a valuable tract of land, whose 
present worth is not less than $10,000. They have thus nobly 
inaugurated the endowment of the President’s chair, to be named in 
honor of their deceased son, J. Winston Hall. This liberal gift 
deserves and receives the heartfelt thanks of the curators and of the 
Conference, and of the friends of the institution everywhere. It 
is proper in this connection to recognize the valuable services ren- 
dered to the school by Rev. C. H. Briggs, in corresponding with 
W. E. Hall, touching his donation to the school, aiding in the 
matter as far as possible, and becoming the bearer of the title deeds 
to the property. We congratulate the faculty upon the results of 
their last year’s labors, and upon the auspicious beginnings of the new 
year. 

We recommend the re-appointment of the Rev. C C. Woods, 
D. D., to the presidency, whose duties he basso efficiently discharged, 
and of the Rev. W. C. Bewley, whose labors for the past year have 
been so faithful and successful to the college agency. We further 
recommend the election of J. M. Burgner to fill the vacancy in the 
Board of Curators, and of E. T. Webb, to fill that in the Board of 
Trustees. The Presiding Bishop is also requested to appoint the 
usual visiting committee.

Morrisville College. 

From the annual report of the Board of Curators of this 
institution, we are glad to learn of the gratifying results for the year 
ending June 8, 1892. The number of matriculations in all the 
departments of the college was 135. Under the wise direction and 
faithful care of a competent faculty, the work done by the students 
was very satisfactory. There were nine graduates. The moral and 
eligious influence of the town can not be excelled. 
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Brethren, this institution demands our special attention. Great 
pressures have been brought to bear upon it, many have been the 
trials through which it has passed. It has successfully passed all and 
now has a bright future. This proves that this institution is needed 
in this part of the state, and the time has come when a larger 
building is greatly needed and must be had, or the work of the 
school will be crippled. 

Prof. W. P. Hagler is now a member of the faculty. We 
recommend the election of the following as curators of Morris- 
ville College : B. W. Appleby, W. H. Pipkin, W. H. Wiuton, 
M. Adkisson, W. M. Turner. We recommend the re-appoint- 
ment of Kev. J. B. Ellis to the presidency of the college. We 
also recommend the appointment of the usual visiting committee. 

Cottey College. 

The Board of Education having considered the petition of Mrs. 
Y. A. C. Stockard, asking that Cottey College, at Nevada, Mo., be 
taken under the fostering care of the Southwest Missouri Confer- 
ence, recommend that her petition be granted, Sec. 2, paragraph 
59 of the Book of Discipline of the M. E Church, South, governing 
the case. 

We further recommend that the following Advisory Board for 
said College be appointed, to-wit : C. H. Briggs, W. T. McClure, 
W. B. Cobb, Joseph King, W. M. Prottsman, Dr. J. F. Bryan 
John T. Birdseye, Dr. I. W. A mmerman, and J. S. Clack. Said 
Advisory Board having no other power than those involved in the 
name. 

We also recommend that the President of this Conference be 
requested to appoint a visiting committee of three, as asked for by the 
President of Cottey College.

Ministerial Aid Society. 

The Board of Education has considered the following Report 
from the Ministerial Aid Society, and recommend that it be pub- 
lished in the Minutes of the Conference : 



The Ministerial Aid Society of the Southwest Missouri Confer- 
ence was organized under a constitution at Clinton, Mo., September, 
1890, and the following Executive Board was elected to serve for four 
years: J. E. Godbey, President; J. M. Boon, Secretary; Lon V. 
Stephens, Treasurer ; C. M. Hawkins, and C. E. Leonard. 



At the first meeting of this Board, held at Independence, Mo., 
in January, 1891, the following rules for rendering aid to young men 
preparing for the ministry in the M. E. Church, South, were adop- 
ted : 1st That only those prepared to enter the Sub-freshman class 

in College may receive aid. 2nd. That all aid shall be in the form of 
a loan, to be returned with interest if the beneficiary should leave 
school without the consent of the Executive Board, or should he 
decide not to enter the itinerant ministry of the M. E. Church, 
South, at the time of graduation ; and 3rd, to be paid back four 
years after graduation (if in the itinerant ministry) without interest ;

COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your committee on Bible cause desire to call your attention to 
the following points that they deem worthy of consideration. 

The American Bible Society is a purely benevolent and mission- 
ary institution. Its sole aim is to give wider circulation to the Scrip- 
tures in home and foreign lands. It seeks to promote this work at 
the lowest possible expense. It receives absolutely no income above 
its necessary expenses from the sale of books. 

' It must be supported by the Christian church, and by gifts from 
individuals, or its work must be crippled or brought to an end. 

There is especial demand for enlarged contributions at this time on 
account of the wise purpose of the Society to place a Bible in the 
hands of every child iu the Sunday Schools of America, and also on 
account of the increased demand upon the Society for gifts of Bibles 
to the thousands of immigrants, without knowledge of the Bible or of 
Christian civilization, who are pouring into our land year by year. 
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The duty of our own Church in regard to this work is emphasized 
by the consideration that within the bounds of our own territory 
there is a large and growing colored population who must be supplied 
with the scriptures p'ee, if at all. 

The work of the American Bible Society therefore appeals to every 
lover of his country, of his fellows and of his Lord, for support. 

The record of our own Church, as shown by our Minutes, is not a 
glorious one. In our own conference, according to reports made, no 
recognition has been made of this Society in most of the charges. 

We have to report as contributed for the A. B. S., and reported to 
us from the different charges, the amount of thirty-four dollars and 
forty-six cents ($34.46). 

We desire to offer the following resolutions: 

1st Resolved : That the secretary be requested to provide a 

column in statistical reports for recording the amounts contributed 
from the different charges year by year. 

2d. Resolved, That we are as a Church in hearty sympathy with 
the work of the American Bible Society in its attempt to place a copy 
of the Bible in every home in America and in thehands of every Sun- 
day School scholar, as well as in its efforts to distribute copies of the 
Holy Scriptures throughout the heathen countries of the world. 

3rd. Resolved, That we give cordial greeting to the Key. H. P. 
Bond, a minister of our own Church and member of the Missouri Con- 
ference, who has recently been appointed superintendent of the A. B. 
S. for this state; and that we will earnestly co-operate with him in his 
work in our part of his territory as agent. 

4th. Resolved, That we will as far as possible present the interests 
of the A. B. S. to our people during the coming year, and will, 
wherever practicable, lift a collection for its support.

COLPORTACE BOARD. 

Rev. T. G. Whitten colporter for the Western, the Missouri and 
Southwest Missouri Conferences reports as having made this a very 
busy year, traveling quite extensively over the territory, preach- 
ing, speaking, holding revival meetings and selling books. A very larire 
per cent, of the books sold has been by carrying them into the midsts 
of the people, and while doing this more than two hundred souls have 
been converted under his ministry. Also reports having made sales of 
books during the year to the amount of about three thousand dollars 
and that something more than the profits on such sales has been con- 
sumed in expenses ; but while the work has not paid its way this year 
orders are coming in from the Western and Missouri Conferences since 
their late sessions in an encouraging way, and the outlook is now de- 
cidedly hopeful for the future.

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In view of the above considerations, we beg to endorse Brother 
Whitten and his work for the past year. But as Bro. Whitten, for 
reasons he deemed sufficient, lias resigned, we recommend Bro. H. L. 
Anderson to the Conference for appointment as colporter for the en- 
suing year. 

We desire to offer the following for your adoption : 

Whereas, In consideration of the vast importance of a compre- 
hensive system of colportage, having for its object the dissemination 
of the Word of God and the placing of our literature in the hands and 
homes of our people ; and in view of the grave enactment of the Gen- 
eral Conference to that effect, as set forth in chapter XI, Section IV, 
of the Discipline, and 

Whereas, By common suffrage and agreement the Missouri, the 
Southwest Missouri and the Western Conferences have been united 
and placed under one General Colporter according to the provisions 
of the law above cited ; and 

Whereas, The said law, in paragraph 385, requires the Publish- 
ing House at Nashville to sell to said General Colporter at the maxi- 
mum rate of discount ; and with ecpial clearness prohibits the said 
Publishing House from becoming a competitor for our book trade 
with such General Colporter within the bounds of the Conferences so 
grouped and placed under his supervision, excepting orders from any 
individual not a dealer, which proviso cannot, by any fair construc- 
tion, be made to apply to any agent, self-constituted or otherwise, can- 
vassing for orders within the limits of any such group of Conferences ; 
therefore, 

Resolved , First, That, in order to prevent the business of said 
General Colporter from being handicapped and his trade infringed by 
powerful influences beyond his control, the attention of the managers 
of the Publishing House be respectfully called to those provisions of 
the law of the Church which seem plainly to have been intended to es- 
tablish a more extended system of colportage by promoting the fa- 
cilities and protecting the trade as far as practicable, of all our gen- 
eral col porters. 

Resolved, Second, That, for similar reasons, based on the sanc- 
tion of church law, it is the sense of* this Board that our Conference 
paper, the St. Louis Christian Advocate, should receive at its regu- 
lar rates the advertisements of our General Colporter. 

Resolved, Third , That, in view of all the facts in the premises, 
legal and otherwise, it is the duty of the pastors and people of the 
Southwest Missouri Conference to patronize our General Colporter 
when convenient. 
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PAINE AND LANE INSTITUTES. 

We are more than ever convinced of the importance of the 
effort the Si. E. Church, South, is making to assist the Colored M. E. 
Church in America, in the education of teachers aud preachers to 
serve the negro race in our country. 

The school house and the Church are the centers of civilization 
and Christianity They go together, and are just as necessary to the 
welfare of one race as another. There is no argument for the highest 
culture and most thorough preparation for the school room aud the 
pulpit among the white people of this couutry, that does not obtain 
among the colored people as well. 

A most wonderful Providence, worthy our careful and prayer- 
ful consideration, has put more than seven millions of this race in 
our midst Our great Church, with her million and a quarter of 
communicants, representing a large proportion of the wealth, and the 
social aud moral influence of the southern section of our common 
country, the home of the negro, must do her part in this work. An 
open door is before us ; we must enter it. They are weak we are 
strong ; they are few we are many. Let the strong bear the infir- 
mities of the weak, the many look after and help the few. 

The Paine Institute is the only institution of learning that we, 
as a Church, have founded for the help of* these people. 

We are happy to report this school is in a prosperous condi- 
tion. There were 221 pupils enrolled the past year. First and last 
more than fifty young men and women have been graduated. 
Nearly all of these are engaged in teaching and preaching among 
their own people. The one need just now is money. We have ten 
acres of land with four buildings, but are very much in need of 
another larger and more commodious building. We have a Normal, 
Theological and an Industrial departments, and to meet the growing 
demands we must have more room. Last year this Conference agreed 
to raise $500 for this cause. Of this amount, $416.53 has been 
collected. 

The Lane Institute at Jackson, Tenn., is the property of the 
C. M. E. Church. The Pastor, Dr. Sanders, of the Memphis 
Conference is a member of our Church, and we provide for his 
salary. The C. M. E Church pays all other expenses. This school 
is also in a flourishing condition, and is doing a fine work for 
the cause of Christian education. 

In conclusion, we recommend : 

1. That this Conference undertake to raise $600 the coming 
year for these institutions, and that the amount be assessed to the 
several Districts. 
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2. That a standing committee consisting of three preachers 
and two laymen be appointed, whose duty shall be to assist our 
Commissioner of Education, Dr. W. M. Hayes, in looking after the 
interests of these institutions in the bounds of the Conference.

COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

William Wade Jared. 

William W. Jared was born in Jackson Co., Tenn., July 1, 
1849. At the age of 14 he was converted and joined the M. E. 
Church, South, under the ministry of U. S. Bates. In Greenville, 
Tenn., May 9, 1868, more than two years before he reached his 
majority, he was licensed to preach by the quarterly conference of 
Cumberland Church, J. B. Allison, P. E., and D. M. Southard, 
p. C. At the session of the Tennessee Conference held in Shelby- 
vilJe, October, 1868, he entered the itinerancy. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Paine in 1869, and elder by Bishop Doggett in 
1870. 

In Macon Co., Tenn., before completing his twentieth year he 
was married to Miss Alice Adams. The superior fitness of the bride 
for the position of a preacher's wife, as proven by all the after years, 
justified this early marriage. 
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He wrought two years ago in Tenn., serving La Fayette Church 
and Cookville Mission. 

In 1870, having married, graduated to full orders in the minis- 
try, and been received into the conference, at the age of 21 he was 
transferred to the Western Conference and appointed to Augusta, 
which he served two years. In 1872 he was transferred to the 
Northwest Texas Conference, where he remained three years, 
two on Mt. Calm Mission and one on Fairfield Circuit. In 1875, 
lie transferred back to Tennessee and served two years each on 
C any Tork and Goose Creek, and one each on Statesville and Hickory 
Creek circuits. In 1881, he turned his face westward again and 
labored three years on Walnut ^ alley Circuit, Western Conference, 
and one each on Wellington and Council Grove districts. In 1886, 
lie was transferred to our Conference, and assigned to Springfield 
Mission, 87 North Springfield. During these two years, under his 
ministration, Campbell Street, Church was built; 1888, Bolivar 
Circuit; 1889, Longwood and High Point, two years; 1891, Grand 
Pass and Elmwood. 

l liis brings us to the end. He had already been transferred 
five times. These were from one field of labor to another, but one 
more awaited him ; this time from labor to rest. Dec. 10, 1891, he 
| ) reached in Grand Pass Church at night, after which he rode to the 
parsonage in Malta Bend, distant four miles, ate his supper, went to 
bed and to sleep Soon after, he awoke and said : “I have a terrible 
pain in my head,” and before midnight passed the portal of Death 
and entered the spirit world. Bro. Jared began his work early, 
p iv seen ted it diligently, and finished it at noon, dying at the age of 
42, and in the twenty-third year of his ministry. He was a true, 
good and useful man, and none of us, a year ago, had more hopeful 
promise of many years of labor for the Lord awaiting us than he. 
His death was almost a translation. 

He stepped from his pulpit to the home prepared for him in his 
Father’s house, only calling by his earthly home to bid his dear wife 
and sweet daughter good-bye. His son, being a teacher, was not at 
home. Truly “ in the midst of life we are in death.” 

1 1 is body with his charge laid down, 

And at once ceased to work and to live. 



Jephtha M. Kelly. 

Jeptlia M. Kelly was born in Robinson Co., Tenn., November 
20, 1813, and he was “ born again” in 1832. He married his first 
wife, Miss Mary Isbell, in Tennessee, who became the mother of nine 
children, four of whom are still living. Soon after his marriage, he 
moved to Missouri and settled in Newton Countv, where in 1840 he 
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was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Newton Mis- 
sion ; J. K Lacy, P. E. and E. Roberson, P. C. In 1842, just fifty 
years ago, he was received on trial by the Missouri Conference in a 
class which contained W. G. Caples, D. A. Leeper, aud W. J. Biown, 
the last now being the only living member. He served four years 
on circuits — Greenfield, one ; Bolivar, one ; and Springfield, two. 
His fifth appointment was Steelville District. Not one Methodist 
preacher in a thousand has been promoted so rapidly, for the next 
seven years he wrought in the office of P. E., serving on Potosi and 
Cape Girardeau Districts. In 1853, he went to Warsaw Circuit, and in 
1854, vvas transferred to the Missouri Conference, having fallen into 
the St. Louis Conference when it was organized in 1845, and was sta- 
tioned in Louisiana; 1855, Monticello ; 1856, superannuated ; 1857, 
located. He w r as re-admitted to the Conference in 1871 and appointed to 
Lamonte Circuit, which he served three years. In 1*74 he was sent 
to Clinton and Windsor, to which he was returned the next year. In 
the spring of 1876 he w r as stricken with paralysis, since which he has 
been on the superannuated list. He died January 31, 1892, having 
lived 78 years, and having been a preacher 52; local 16, effective 
itinerant, 19 and superannuated 17. Brother Kelly, having lost his 
first wife, who was a deeply pious woman and a most active and 
efficient worker in the church, married, in 1855, Mrs. E. O. Horning, 
with whom he lived happily, and who survives him. 

Our departed brother had the happy faculty of utilizing all his 
resources. Having entered the ministry at the age of 27 with a 
family, in the then sparsely settled portion of Southwest Missouri, 
with a limited education, none but a genius could have risen so 
rapidly and sustained himself so well and so long. He was a good 
preacher, and a most powerful exhorter. Truly pious, deeply con- 
secrated, of great faith, mighty in prayer and full of the Holy Ghost, 
he was a successful minister of the Gospel of the Lord our Saviour. 



Preston Philips 

Preston Philips was born in Boone Co., Mo., February 6, 
1829. Here he grew to man’s estate and was married w'hen but 21 
years old. He settled where Midway now is, close to Brick Chapel, 
now called Locust Grove. When nearly 21 years old, December 
1855, he joined the M. E. Church, {South, at Brick Chapel, undei the 
ministry of W. A. Saxton. Here, the following September, he was 
made anew creature in Christ Jesus. He was most powerfully con- 
verted. One year later, at the same place — Brick Chapel— the 
quarterly conference of Rocheport Circuit, under the presidency of 
P. M. Pinkard, gave him license to preach and recommended him to 
the Missouri Conference as a suitable person to be received on trial 
therein, by which he was admitted at Glasgow 7 in 1857, and sent to 
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Kirksville Circuit; 1858, Mt. Zion Circuit. In 1859 he was admitted 
into full connection, ordained deacon by Bishop Paine, transferred to 
the Texas Conference and appointed to Gatesville Circuit; 1860, 
San Marcos. From 1862 to 1864, he was Chaplain of the 82nd reg- 
iment, Texas Volunteers, in the Confederate Army. From ’64 to ’65 
he served Bastrop Station, then located, returned to Missouri and en- 
gaged in mercantile business in Sedalia. Here he planted Southern 
Methodism and built the church in which our people worshipped till 
they moved into the beautiful temple in which the last session of our 
Conference was held. In 1873 he was re-admitted into the itinerant 
ranks by joining this Conference. Since that time he has served Belle 
Air Circuit two years; Brownsville and Blackwater, two; Miami 
and Mt. Carmel, one; Wellington, one; Boonville district, four; Ar- 
row Rock Circuit, two; Cambridge, one; Grand Pass and Elmwood, 
two; Orearville, one; Columbus, one; La Monte, one, to which he 
was reappointed one year ago, but his work was done. He had to 
surrender his charge to another and spend the remainder of his allot- 
ted time in suffering. This painful process was protracted, but ended 
July 29, 1892, in a most triumphant death, when from the home of 
his sister, Mrs. Groesbeck, in Independence, surrounded by all of his 
family, save the one in China, and one son, he entered into his Mas- 
ter’s joy. On the 5th day of March, 1845, Bro. Philips was married 
to Miss Mary Boone, of Boone Co., Mo. Two of his sons entered the 
itinerant ranks, joining this Conference, Two of his daughters went 
as Missionaries to China, one of whom is still toiling in the Celestial 
empire. God can put no greater honor on parents than to call their 
sons and daughters to carry the glad tidings of salvation into heathen 
lands. 

Our brother was “a devout man, one that feared God with all 
his house, which gave much alms to the people, and prayed to God al- 
ways.” An average preacher, a superior pastor, always diligent 
about his “ Father’s business,” he was successful. By his death we 
have been deprived of one of our best men and a most efficient 
worker. He preached the gospel 35 years, 27 as an itenerant and 8 
in the local rank^. 

This message, which he sent to us through Brother Hawkins 
from “ the gates ajar” w r e will ever cherish in our hearts: “ Tell the 

preachers I find the blessed doctrines w r e preach all sufficient in the 
last hours of life. Tell them to continue to preach them with all 
faithfulness and earnestness and meet me in heaven.” 

Who of us will be the first to meet and greet him there ? 
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George Mitchell Winton. 

On Christmas day of 1321 the Lord gave a present to William and 
Mary Winton, of Roan county, Tenn., in the birth of a goodly child 
which they soon after dedicated to Him in baptism under the name of 
George Mitchell. William and Mary, like Zacharias and Elizabeth, 
“were both righteous before God, walking in all the commandments 
and ordinances of the Lord blameless.” Hence they brought George up 
“in the nurture and admonition of the Lord,” so that when ten years 
old, at Mitchell’s meeting house, on his native heath, under the min- 
istry of W. T. Senter, he gave his heart to God, and his hand and his 
life to the church. While yet in his teens, in 1837, his father moved 
to Missouri and settled in Polk county. The family united with Wood- 
ard’s class, which, (now Hickory Grove), has probably sent out more 
preachers than any other class in Missouri. Here he reached his ma- 
jority, married, built him a cabin in the woods, and began life as a 
farmer, in which pursuit he had been brought up. But the Lord had 
other work for him to do and called him to larger fields of usefulness. 
On the first day of August, 1846, at Mitchell’s camp ground, the quart- 
erly conference of Bolivar circuit under the presidency of Elijah Perkins, 
gave him license to preach. With a family, but without an education, 
he immediately entered upon his life work, traveling the ensuing year 
the Springfield circuit as junior preacher with B. McCord Roberts. Later 
he traveled Carthage, Mt, Vernon and Bolivar circuits as a supply. He 
was admitted on trial by the St. Louis Conference, at Lexington. Sept., 
1852, where and wheu he was ordained deacon by Bishop Paine. He 
was ordained elder by Bishop Pierce in 1856. 



He was an effective itinerant preacher forty years, twenty-six of 
which were spent in the immediate section where he was licensed, hav- 
ing traveled Springfield district ten years, Bolivar circuit eight, Spring- 
field five, and Morrisville station three. He also traveled one year each 
Cape Girardeau circuit, Belle Air circuit and Neosho district. Was Sun- 
day School agent one year and agent for Morrisville College one year. 
Also four years were given to Ukiah and one each to Wheatland and 
Mountain View circuits in California, whither he went in 1884 by trans- 
fer. In August, 1890, his right side was paralyzed, since which he has 
been patiently waiting the end. The next month our Conference, 
by resolution, requested that he should be transferred back to us to 
die. This event came to him at his home in Morrisville early in the 
morning of the Lord’s Day, Sept. 4, 1892, and loving hands bore his 
body to Hickory Grove, whence, forty-six years before he had been 
sent forth to preach, and where he had preached so often, and com- 
mitted it to the keeping of the grave till his Master shall come again 
and give him a part in the resurrection of the just. 
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Brother Winton was twice married. First to Miss S. C. Faulkner, 
August 24, 1843, and next to Mrs. A. J. Lusk, May 17, 1855. From 
these unions were born unto him four sons and six daughters, six of 
whom with his last wife survive him. The Lord greatly honored our 
brother by calling three of his sons to the ministry and one daughter 
to be a preacher’s wife. 

Of him it may be safely said: He baptised more children, con- 

ducted more revivals, saw more persons converted, received more mem- 
bers into the church, married more people, witnessed more triumphant 
deaths, and preached more funerals in the bounds of the Springfield 
District than any other man. He was more, much more, than an ordi- 
nary man and preacher. Was six feet high, finely proportioned, stood 
and walked erect, had dark auburn hair which, by the frosts of seventy- 
one winters, was bleached to whiteness, had a fine head, good face, 
pleasant, quiet, blue eyes and a rich, ringing mellow voice of great 
strength and sweetness. His sermons were so well arranged, grew so 
naturally out of his text, his sentences so terse, his words so well 
chosen, that when he reached his conclusion you could but feel that : 
“What he had spoken seems to me no more 
Than I have thought a thousand times before.” 

He was a master of assemblies, always fluent, often eloquent, but 
never dull. He stood easilv among the leading men of his Conference 
which he twice represented in the General Conference. 

The Pacific Conference, of which he was a member six years, at- 
tested their appreciation of his w orth and love of him for his work’s 
sake by placing in their journal the following testimonial : 

“Resolved, That we most heartily appreciate the faithful and ef- 
fective services rendered us by Rev. G. M. Winton, and that we most 
deeply sympathize with him in his severe affliction ; and, that while we 
would gladly keep him to the end and give him honored burial among 
us, yet we cannot refrain from expressing our appreciation of the 
Christian chivalry of his old Conference, the Southwest Missouri, in in- 
viting his return to them, that he may die among them and be buried 
in the midst of his own sainted dead.” 

For twenty-five months he was confined to his room and most of 
the time to his bed. He “halted feebly to the tomb.” Yet his mind 
was clear and his religious experience constant and bright. He was 
often filled with the Divine presence and frequently thrilled with the 
“love that passeth knowledge.” 

Next to the last day he spent on earth he said to Brother Ellis: 
“When you go to Conference tell the brethren I am dying” — then with 
his face all aglow with glintings of light from the supernal world he 
would have sent us a message from “the verge of heaven,” but the 
hitherto eloquent tongue was paralyzed forever. 
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Valentine J. Sevier. 

Of Brother Sevier’s early life we know but little. He was born 
in Morgan county, Ills., Aug. 3, 1839, and while quite young was 
converted and joined the church. He was received on trial by the Il- 
linois Conference in 1875, and was ordained deacon by Bishop Kava- 
naugh in 77, and elder by Bishop Wiglitman in 79. He wrought six 
years in Illinois, serving Slielbyville circuit one year; Martinsville, Clay 
City three, and Patoka one. In 1881 he was transferred to one Con- 
ference and lias labored efficiently on the following charges: Lamar, 

mission, one year ; Jasper circuit, three; Nevada circuit, three ; Sprague 
circuit, two; Otterville, one; and Montrose six months, having been re- 
leased from thisehai •go April 2, 1892, by the “great Shepherd and Bishop 
of souls and transferred to the general assembly of the first born 
above.” 

Bro. Sevier was a well rounded man physically, mentally, morally, 
socially and religiously. 

Although he did not enter the ministry till he was thirty-six years 
old, yet he attained to a large measure of success, and did much good 
during the sixteen and a half years of continuous, faithful and efficient 
work he gave to the Church. 

Our brother was twice married and leaves a widow and seven 
children. He had great peace in his last days, and died in sure and 
certain hope of everlasting life.
